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TO  THE  PEOPLE  OF  THE 
TOWN  OF  BETHLEHEM 


We  submit  herewith  our  annual  report  of  financial 
transactions  for  the  past  fiscal  year. 

The  outstanding  event  which  took  place  in  this  year 
was  the  flood  of  November  4th.  The  results  of  this 
flood  are  common  knowledge  but  we  feel  that  atten- 
tion should  be  called  to  the  larger  items  of  damage 
done  to  the  town. 

The  town  had  in  all  four  steel  bridges  located  at 
Gale  River,  Bethlehem  Junction,  Bethlehem  Hollow 
and  Wing  Road,  and  all  four  of  these  were  lost  beyond 
possibility  of  salvage  and  their  abutments  were  either 
completely  destroyed  or  so  badly  damaged  as  to  make 
rebuilding  necessary.  In  addition  to  this,  serious 
damage  was  done  to  the  Beech  Hill  road  and  to  the 
River  Road  in  numerous  places,  to  say  nothing  of  a 
number  of  smaller  items  of  damage  elsewhere. 

The  State  Legislature  appropriated  a  sum  of  money 
sufficient  to  cover  the  estimated  damage  all  over  the 
state  and  in  applying  to  Bethlehem  its  share  of  this 
money  the  Governor  and  Council  have  decided  to  pay 
for  the  entire  cost  of  the  damage  less  an  amount 
equal  to  one-fifth  of  one  per  cent  of  the  valuation  of 
the  town  for  highway  purposes  as  established  by  the 
State  Tax  commission.  This  value  is  $3,058,293.00 
and  one-fifth  of  one  per  cent  thereof  is  $6,116.58  and 
this  last  sum  is  all  that  the  town  will  be  required  to 
pay  to  make  the  flood  damage  good.  The  law  re- 
quires that  each  town  raise  at  least  one-fifth  of  one 
per  cent  of  its  valuation  each  year  for  highway  pur- 
poses and  the  Governor  and  council  decided  that  if  the 
towns  would  set  aside  this  amount  of  money  toward 
paying  for  the  flood  damage  the  state  would  pay  all 
the  rest.  This  applies  equally  to  all  towns  in  the 
state. 


Work  is  now  in  progress  on  new  abutments  for  the 
Gale  River  Bridge  and  the  contracts  have  been  let  for 
the  bridges  themselves  with  the  exception  of  the  one 
at  Wing  Road  and  we  are  assured  by  the  State  High- 
way Department  that  these  bridges  will  be  ready  for 
use  by  June  1st.  They  will  be  he(avy  substantial 
bridges  capable  of  carrying  any  load  permitted  on  the 
State  Highways  and  will  be  located  where  the  old 
bridges  were  with  possibly  some  slight  changes  of 
direction  in  order  to  straighten  out  some  bad  curves. 
The  damaged  highways  will  be  rebuilt  as  soon  as  the 
condition  of  the  ground  permits,  some  of  them  in  or 
near  the  old  locations  and  others  in  entirely  new  lo- 
cations. 

The  contract  for  a  new  bridge  at  Wing  Road  has  not 
been  let  and  the  Highway  Department  does  not  plan 
to  undertake  this  job  before  summer,  feeling  that  the 
bridges  which  carry  the  greatest  amount  of  traffic 
should  be  completed  first  and  that  there  is  not  time  to 
do  them  all  within  the  time  limit  specified. 

Much  preliminary  work  on  repairing  flood  damage 
was  done  by  the  town  during  the  last  fiscal  year  as  is 
shown  in  the  increase  of  expenditures  for  trunk  line 
maintenance.  While  this  was  done  by  the  town  it 
was  paid  for  by  the  state  as  is  shown  by  a  correspond- 
ing increase  in  the  amount  of  money  received  from 
the  state  on  this  same  account.  The  following  finan- 
cial and  other  statements  speak  for  themselves. 

It  will  be  seen  that  the  increase  in  the  net  debt  is 
almost  exactly  the  amount  that  was  authorized  at  the 
March  meeting  for  the  completion  of  the  Littleton 
road.

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REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  School  Board  of  Bethlehem: 

A  brief  report  of  the  school  year,  July  1,  1926  to 
July  1,  1927  is  respectfully  submitted.  It  was  a  nor- 
mal, prosperous  year.  Schools  were  maintained  for 
172%  days.  Seven  and  one-fourth  days  were  lost  on 
account  of  Institutes,  Winter  Carnival,  storms,  day 
after  Thanksgiving  and  Memorial  Day.  Schools  are 
maintained  on  all  minor  holidays.  Throughout  the 
town  we  had  a  daily  attendance  of  94.5  per  cent. 
This  is  the  highest  point  reached  since  my  acquaint- 
ance with  your  schools. 

Standard  tests  in  reading  and  spelling  were  given  in 
all  grades  above  the  second.  The  result  of  the  read- 
ing test  was  interesting  because  it  showed  a  result 
almost  identical  with  the  natural  expectancy  of  an 
average  grade.  In  spelling  our  standard  was  practi- 
cally that  of  a  year  ago,  66%  were  above  and  34%  be- 
low standard.  From  all  measured  results  in  primary 
work,  I  believe  that  our  present  arrangement  of  giving 
more  instruction  in  the  lower  grades  is  the  most  grat- 
ifying achievement  yet  made. 

STATISTICS 

A  few  comparative  statistics  are  submitted.  These 
figures  are  presented  for  four  years'  duration.  They 
are  offered  that  they  may  show  the  trend  of  school 
conditions.

In  passing,  it  will  be  noted  that  we  lost  a  little  time 
in  1927  owing  to  interruptions  that  were  not  in  our 
control.  Our  percent  of  attendance  has  gradually 
increased.  Our  absence  has  gradually  decreased. 
Teachers  with  highest  qualifications  have  increased 
and  teachers  of  lowest  qualifications  have  disap- 
peared. 

Good  boarding  places  and  comfortable  surround- 
ings for  the  past  two  years  have  added  greatly  to  the 
comfort  and  efficiency  of  our  teachers. 

HEALTH 

Our  present  school  year  has  been  so  shattered  by  a 
series  of  contagious  diseases,  that  it  is  good  to  think 
of  the  agencies  of  health  that  are  constantly  battling 
for  us.  During  the  year  of  this  report  three  clinics 
were  held  and  Bethlehem  children  had  the  benefit  of 
these.  They  were  for  vision,  for  the  tubercular  and 
for  babies.  As  a  result  of  the  annual  examination  by 
Dr.  Page  and  Miss  Borg,  eight  children  secured  treat- 
ment for  defective  vision,  15  for  defective  teeth,  six 
for  hypertrophied  tonsils,  three  for  adenoids.  Two 
children  were  excluded  from  school  and  placed  under 
proper  treatment.  The  most  significant  feature  of 
our  health  work,  is  the  statement  of  Miss  Borg  in  her 
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annual  report   which   compares   the   examination    of 
children  in  1923  to  the  examination  of  1927.

NEW  SCHOOL  BUILDING 

At  the  last  annual  meeting  of  the  District  a  vote 
was  passed  to  have  a  Committee  report  on  the  advis- 
ability and  plans  for  a  modern  school  building.  Sub- 
sequent events  including  a  heavy  bond  issue  for  water 
and  the  serious  flood  indicate  that  the  time  may  not 
be  ripe  for  the  town  to  face  this  issue  at  present.  I 
think  that  a  small  addition  to  our  present  building 
would  make  a  real  economic  and  educational  gain  to 
the  district.  With  room  facilities  at  our  disposal  it 
would  certainly  be  less  expensive  for  the  District  and 
result  in  better  and  more  uniform  instruction  for  the 
children  of  our  near  outlying  schools  to  join  the 
grades  on  the  street.  I  think  that  this  can  be  done 
when  adequate  room  facilities  can  be  offered,  and  a 
majority  of  homes  in  our  present  outlying  school 
areas  can  be  led  to  see  the  advantages  of  such  a  union. 

My  deepest  appreciation  is  extended  to  many  agen- 
cies that  have  contributed  to  school  welfare,  the 
Nineteenth  Century  Club,  the  aid  in  the  school  lunch, 
the  families  that  so  generously  make  a  happy  Christ- 
mas in  our  rural  schools,  the  fine  prize  that  was  pre- 
sented to  Henry  Cere  for  general  achievement,  the 
Kahler  gifts  at  Commencement,  are  individual  things 
that  come  to  memory.  I  especially  enjoyed  the  loy- 
alty and  dependability  of  Headmaster  Howland  and 
the   teachers   of  every  school.     It   was   a   matter   of 
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pride  that  Mrs.  Burnham  was  asked  to  speak  at  our 
County  Institute,  and  her  message  would  have  been  a 
credit  to  any  teacher  in  our  State.  Still  more  do  I  ap- 
preciate the  faithful  work  of  the  Board  of  Education 
who  are  continually  absorbing  the  shocks  that  are  in- 
cidental to  the  many  public  adjustments  that  have  to 
be  made  in  aU  public  service.

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HEADMASTER'S  REPORT 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

When  school  opened  in  September  1927  there  were 
twenty-six  pupils  enrolled  in  the  High  School.  The 
number  at  present  is  twenty-four.  As  we  are  making 
the  turn  into  the  last  half  of  the  year  everything 
seems  to  be  running  smoothly.  One  week  of  the  time 
lost  due  to  fear  of  infantile  paralysis  was  made  up  at 
Christmas  time. 

There  have  been  few  outside  activities.  Basketball 
was  out  of  the  question  because  of  the  lack  of  a  place 
to  play.  A  place  suitable  for  games  where  not  only 
the  high  school  teams  could  play  but  where  all  the 
children  could  gather  under  proper  supervision  would 
be  a  very  much  needed  addition  to  the  town. 

Just  before  Christmas,  a  play  entitled  "A  Christmas 
Carol"  was  presented  by  the  high  school.  Another  is 
planned  for  the  spring.  The  pupils  have  a  few  chances 
to  show  their  abilities  in  some  small  outside  activity. 
At  the  present  time  a  good  number  are  competing  for 
the  medal  given  for  the  best  essay  on  Abraham  Lin- 
coln. Two  of  the  pupils  act  as  reporters  and  gather 
together  items  of  interest  about  the  school  which  are 
sent  to  the  Littleton  Courier. 

Later  in  the  spring  the  publication  of  the  school 
booklet  "The  Bethlehem  Star" -will  give  the  pupils  a 
chance  to  do  practical  work  in  that  field. 

As  regards  the  whole  school,  perhaps  the  outstand- 
ing feature  of  the  past  half  year  has  been  the  shorten- 
ing of  the  noon  hour  from  one  hour  and  ten  minutes 
to  fifty-five  minutes.    This  change  has  made  a  marked 
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improvement  during  the  noon  period,  especially  on 
wet,  stormy  or  cold  days  when  the  pupils  cannot  go 
out  of  doors. 

Three-fifths  of  the  pupils  remain  at  the  school 
building  and  for  them  it  seems  to  be  much  better  to 
get  home  fifteen  minutes  earlier  at  night  than  to  have 
the  extra  fifteen  minutes  at  noon.  Also,  the  shorten- 
ing of  the  noon  period  has  caused  no  apparent  diffi- 
culties to  those  who  go  home  to  dinner. 

Noon  lunches  were  started  after  the  Christinas  va- 
cation. As  a  special  feature,  hot  dogs  and  rolls  were 
served  once  a  week  and  this  menu  became  so  popular 
that  it  seemed  worth  while  to  have  it  twice  a  week. 

The  good  condition  of  the  building  has  been  kept  up 
and  little  difficulty  has  been  experienced  in  keeping 
warm  in  spite  of  several  cold  mornings.
